NEW YORK, Feb. —(#P)—Ex- 
ecutives of ail the leading steel com- 
panies issued a statement after a 
meeting tonight saying the industry 
intends “to resist all attacks’ upon 
company unions, and holding that the 
present plan of employe representa- 
tion complies with the NRA. 

The statement, issued after a meet- 
ing at the offices of the American 
Iron and Steel Institute, took excep 
tion to the national labor board's au- 
thority to conduct elections for em- 
plove representatives A 
stantial’ number request that action. 

It represented the industry's first 
pronouncement on the Inatest 
of the NRA and the first definition 
of the companies’ position regarding 
the unions. 

The industry's statement followed. 
President Roosevelt's executive order 
of yesterday specifically empowering 
the labor board to determine whether 
a “subsfantial number” of employes 
in any plant want an election of rep- | 
resentatives and to conduct the elec- 
tion under its own rules. 

The board would certify the elected | 
representatives to the employer. If) 
he refused to deal with them the mat-| 
ter would be reported to the admin-| 
istration “for appropriate action. 

The steel executives’ statement is | 
the first official pronouncement plac. 
ing the Industry as a whole behind | 
the position. taken by the Wierton|

Sale of Relief Orders 


Probed by 


Grand Jury 


Meal- Tickets, Lodging Reauisitions Being Bar- 
tered for Liquor, Discounted by Pawn- 
brokers, Body Is Informed. 


Charges that heads of 
families are bartering relief orders 
for liquor, and that pawnbrokers, gra- 
cers and individuals are discounting 
orders for a fraction of the value of 
the goods sold, have resulted in the 
matter of charitable administration 


being brought to the attention of Ful- 
ton county grand jury. That body 
Friday began a probe of conditions 
with a view, it is understood, to elimi- 
nating from the rolls those not en- 
titled to relief, to seeing that fami- 
lies actually receive the relief before 
it is bartered away by individual 
members, and possible indictment 
against both the vendor and the pur- 
chaser of relief orders. 

It is understood that in many in- 
stances meal tickets and lodging req- 
uisitions have been disposed of. Or- 
ders#issued by the relief agency are 
said to run as high as $10 and $12, 
and families, it is said, have in some 
cases used one week’s allowance for 
food for two weeks, discounting the 
next week’s allowance for cash. 

Many Agencies Issuing Orders. 

Relief orders are being issued from 
#5 Pryor street, the federal relief agen- 
cy, and at five other decentralized 
points, operated by the agency, 
throughout the city; the Family Wel- 
fare Society and the Atlanta chapter, 
American Red Cross; according to 
Frank Miller, director of the Com- 
munity Chest. 

Miller said all use the Social Sery- 
ice Index, prepared under the direc-

charge of relief activities in Atlanta, 
and the municipality and the county 
have made contributions directly to 
the federal agency, which has dis- 
tributed all, governmental funds in this 


section. 
Merchant Testifies. 

It. is uncerstood that among wit- 
nesses appearing before the gran! 
jury Friday at an unusually lengthy 
session, was one merchant who re- 
ported that if he wished he could buy 
a hundred orders per day and make 
a good profit on each one, and stated 
that before his appearance before the 
jury Friday two attempts had been 
made to sell orders to him. 

It is said that beneficiaries of many 
relief agencies in the city have been 
guilty of converting their allotted 
commodities into cash representing 
sometimes less than 50 per cent of 
the value of the goods, and that among 
provisions. sold have been coal, cloth- 
ing, food and various articles of neces- 
sity. 

Reports are to the effect that the 
grand jury will not only attempt to 
bring the guilty individuals, including 
both charity beneficiaries and pur- 
chasers to punishment, but that a 
thorough investigation of methods 
used by the agencies in determining 
the actual financial condition of those 
on the relief rolls will be made.

CRIMINAL COURTS BUILD- 
ING, Chicago, Feb, 2.—(#)—For the 
second time members of the Chicago 
gang headed by Roger Touhy today 
escaped conviction for kidnaping when 


a jury was unable to agree that they 
were guilty of abducting John Factor, 
market speculator. 

The jury of craftsmen and trades- 
men was discharged by Judge Michael 
Feinberg after 25 1-2 hours of delib- 
eration when it reported itself hope- 
lessly deadlocked. 

The state immediately moved for a 
new trial and the judge set the date 
for the rehearing on February 17. 

Two of the three defendants, Roger 
Touhy and Gus Schaefer, several 
weeks ago were acquitted in St. Paul 
on charges of kidnaping William 
Hamm Jr., millionaire brewer, in fed- 
eral court. 

Visibly disappointed with the sver- 
dict, Factor said: “I did my best.” 

State’s Attorney Thomas J. Court- 
ney said he would try to obtain the 
permission of the British government 
for Factor to remain here. to testify 
again. Factor has been ordered extra- 
dited to England to stand trial on 
charges of receiving $7,000,000, to- 
gether with several aides, knowing it 
to have been obtained fraudulently. 

The trial last 17 days. Factor told 
a graphic story of torture from the 
stand and pointed out the defendants 
as his abductors, 

William Scott Stewart, chief de- 
fense counsel, based his plea for ac- 
quittal on the claim that the Touhys 
were being persecuted by the “syndi- 
cate,” the gang-machine once domi- 
nated by Al Capone, because of their 


That, he said, caused the 
Factor abductor—if, Stewart remark- 
ed, he was abducted—to put the 
Touhys on the spot legally and to re- 
more them from competition.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.-—(4)—The gov- 
ernment ended its roundup today of 
the six western outlaws who kidnaped 
the wealthy Denver broker, Charles 
Boettcher If, last February 12 and 
hid him on a South Dakota ranch 
until his $60,000 ransom was in their 
wallets. 

Gordon Francig Alcorn, 27, last of 
the sextet to be trapped, was in cus- 
tody of the United States bureau of 
investigation, roused from his sleep 
Thursday night just 35 hours after

Sankey was locked away in the 
county jail at Sioux Falls, S. D., to 
await a federal court trial about the 
same moment the federal officers an- 
nounced their capture of Alcorn. The 
junior member of the crew was ex- 
pected to follow Sankey to Sious Falls 
tonight.

TO BALANCE DRAIN 
UF U. 5. FINANCING 


Stabilization Fund Seen |' 


as Lever To Pry Busi- 
ness Out of Threatened 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(#)—As 
a by.product of the $2,000,000,000 sta- 
bilization fund, the administration 
looks for an expansion of credit suf- 
ficiently extensive to offset the in- 
evitable drain upon the money market 
resulting from the huge treasury bor- 
rowings of the next few months. 

President Roosevelt was disclosed 
today to be determined that a re- 


awakenifig business shoul¢ not find it- 
self handicapped in obtaining funds 
needed for enlarged operations because 
the government itself had gobbled up 
a good portion of the money available 
for lending. 

Still disappointed in world market 
reactions to the devaluation of the 
dollar and the establishment of a free 
international gold market in the treas- 
uty, officials today were understood 
to be preparing to throw the force of 
the stabilization fund into the situa- 
tion. with the hope of reversing the 
trend of the dollar and again depreci- 
ating it to a level beneficial to the 
nation’s commerce, 

Dollar Gains Strength. 

For a second day, the dollar defied 
the principles of the gold standard 
by increasing strength which carried 
foreign exchange quotations to a point 
at which an ounce of gold could be 
bonght for about $34.10 in London 
and $33.25 in Paris, shipped to Amer- 
ica and sold to the treasury for $35. 
Dispatches told of large shipments 
of the yellow metal about te start 
across the Atlantic. 

Administration advisors had pre- 


dicted that the fixed price of $35 an 
ounce for imported gold would send 
the dollar-franc exchange rate to a 
point near 6.63 cents and the pound 
to more than $5.10. Instead, the franc 
weakened through the day to 6:30 
and the pound to about 4.90. The sit- 
uation was complicated by a big jump 
in the London gold price as expressed 
in pounds and shillings. 

But officials here were pleased at 
an advance in commodity prices which 
carried the Associated Press index 
from 135.4 to 136.8 and by the fact 
that government bonds again were 
strong. Wall street dispatches, how- 
ever, attributed the later factor to the 
strength of the dollar and yesterday's 
reduction in the New York Federal 
Reserve bank rediscount rate. 

Debate on Problem. 

The credit inflation possibilities of

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(UP)—~ 
William P. MacCracken Jr., former 
assistant secretary of commerce for 
aeronautics, was arrestec by the ser- 
geant-at-arms of the United States 


senate tonight, on a warrant charging 
contempt in refusing to furnish pri- 
vate records to the senate airmail in- 
vestigating committee, : 

After a lengthy conference between 
MacCracken, Sergeant-at-Arms Jur- 
ney and Frank Hogan, counsel for 
MacCracken, it was stated that the 
records would be ‘submitted to the sen- 
ate committee on Monday. Jurney 
then accepted Hogan’s personal bond 
for the former commerce secretary’s 
appearance before the senate Monday 
and MacCracken was released. 

Chairman Black, democrat, Alaba- 
ma, of the senate air mail committee, 
offered the contempt resolution which 
prompted MacCracken’s arrest. It 
was adopted unanimously. 

Black charged that MacCracken 
twice refused to surrender certain 
correspondence bearing on federal air 
mail subsidies. 

MaeCracken said that the corre- 
“spondence was confidential and that 
before he could submit it to the com- 
mittee it was necessary to get waiv- 
ers from the clients involved. 

To Submit Records. - 

Hogan said after tonight's confer- 


'ence with MacCracken and Sergeant- 


at-Arms Jurney that thé last of these 
waivers had been received. He said 
the records would be sent to the sen- 
ate and that Senator Black had been 
so informed. 

The attorney inferred that some ar- 
rangement had been made whereby it 
would not be necessary for MacCrack- 
en to face the senate. Jurney, how- 
ever, said it was his understanding 
that. in accepting Hogan’s personal 
bond, Hogan agreed to surrender his 
client to the senate on Monday as 
demanded in the warrant. 

Vice President Garner signed the 
warrant shortly after 5 p. m. 

Jurney, dressed in qa frock coat and 
wearing a red and black colored neck- 
tie, stopped in his office long enough 
to explain to his wife over the tele- 
phone that it would be impossible to 
keep a dinner engagement because he 
had “to arrest a man.” 

: Friendly Arrest. 

Accompanied by a group of news- 
papermen, the sergeant-at-arms  ar- 
rived in MacCracken’s office to he 
greeted by Hogan. MacCracken, his 
face flushed, pushed through the 
crowd of reporters and extended his 
hand to the sergeant-at-arms. 

“Hello, Bill,” said Jurney, “pose 
with me for the photographers.” 

As flash. lights exploded, Jurney 
read the senate warrant to MacCrack- 
en. 7 
case developed dramatically 
after MacCracken, summoned before 
the airmail committee, had refused to 
yield his records on airmail negotia- 
tions.

POLITICS BANNED. 
FROM RELIEF PLAN 


Emergency Council Arm- 
ed With Authority To 
Weed.Out Traitors. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(/)— 
President Hoosevelt armed the state 
directors of the national emergency 
council today with “hard-boiled” au- 
thority to keep politics and special 
‘favor out of the recovery program. 

Speaking in his office to the men 
who will take charge of the recovery 
campaign in the 48 separate states, 
the president in emphatic tones as- 
serted: 

“We want you to be absolutely 
hard-boiled if you find any local per- 
son within your own state who is try- 
ing to get political advantage out of 
the relief of human needs, and you 
will have the backing of this adminis- 
itration 1,000 per cent, even if you 
hit the biggest political boss in the 
United States on the head in carry- 
ing out this general program.” 

Placing a great share of the recov- 
ery efforts in the hands of the state 
directors, Mr. Roosevelt spoke opti- 
mistically of the future and the prog- 
ress so far. 

“We are all behind, with few ex- 
ceptions, this broad program. We 
think it has done good. We believe 
we are on our way. We believe it is 
working out pretty well. in all sec- 
tions of the country.” 

Benefits Cited. 
He told of a report of one railroad

Bat 
there are some things in the way of 


nature faking that simply should not 
be allowed. The camera doesn’t lie, 
says the photographer. It may not 
of itself, but in the hands of a clever 
retoucher, pictures can be nrade to lie. 
Beautifully, and perhaps convincingly, 
these lies are put before the public in 
a fashion designed to reflect credit on 
the photographer. 

There are several nature books on 
the market now that contain the most 
beautiful pictures of animals that can 
be imagined. There is one of a tim- 
ber wolf, for example, in great detail 
shown against a snow background. 
There was something strangely fa- 
miliar about this picture the first 
time I saw it. It began to bother me 
considerably. I looked it up, and 
found it in an animal book I had as a 
child. Yes, the pose was exactly the 
same, even to the wind-blown fur, but 
my picture showed the wolf surround- 
ed by a high metal fence. Returning 
to the second picture for a careful ex- 
amination, I found that the retouch 
had carefully painted in the 
snowy wilderness, to give the impres- 
sion of a real wild wolf, caught by 
clever photography. 

Then I examined other pictures, 
Many of them are obvious fakes. 
Pine needles that look good on casual 
examination resolve into brush marks 
under the magnifying glass. Snow be- 
comes streaks of Chinese white, some- 
times well shaded and other times not 
so well done. With these ‘examples 
of nature faking before me, can I 
then trust the text of the book to be 
any more authentic and reliable? 

J cannot pass such faking by. I 
shall pot name the book, but I want 
every one of you to look carefully at 
the illustrations in nature books be- 
fore you buy them. Be sure they are 
not retouched. If a. naturalist, so- 
called, falls so low in his powers. of 
study and observations that he has 
to color his work. in-this fashion, he 
should “suffer for it. Superstition

Seeks Inquiry Into Steel 
“Price Fixing.” 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—(P)\—A 
critical examination to determine if 
‘| monopolistie tendencies are evidenced 
by the codes of the steel and oil in- 
dustries was ordered today by the 
senate, 

The inquiry. to be made by the 
trade commission, will dig into the 
price practices of the two industries. 

The resolution by Senator Borah, 
republican, Idaho, was particularly 
directed at the steel industry, the 
basing point price methods of which 
have been vigorously criticized by the 
commission in a private memorandum 
to the president. It asked the com- 
mission to investigate possible col- 
lusive practices and the extent of 
and reason for price gains under the 
recovery administration codes, 

Gas Price Under Fire. 

The investigation into oil prices 
would be directed primarily at an 
analysis of the effect of increases in 
gasoline prices, which have moved up 
substantially since the oil code be- 
came effective. 

Another resolution was presented 
to the senate today calling for an in- 
quiry into the troubles of the milk 
industry. 

Hugh S. Johnson, the recovery ad- 
ministrator, said he had no fault te 
find with the senate’s plans to study 
the steel and oil codes. 

“If they want to do it that way, it’s 
all right with me,” he said.

The federal relief administration is 
going to send 100.000 young men 
and women to eollege: during the 
next four and one-half months. 

Harry L. Hopkins, administrator 
of federal relief and the civil works, 
announced today that from $5,000,- 
000 to $7,000,000 was being set 
side to help needy students in col- 
leges throughout the country by 
means of part-time jobs, paying $10 
to $20 a month. 

Not more than 10 per cent of the 
students of any college or univer- 
sity may be assisted in this way. 
He said colleges eligible must be 
non-profit making.

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FEDERAL LOANS FOR REPAIRS. 

The reported plan of President 
Roosevelt to ask congress to set up 
a fund of $250,000,000 to be 
loaned at low interest rates and on 
. long time for home rebuilding and 
home repair would not only enable 
home owners to make improve- 
ments long needed, but, it is hoped, 
would bring the renewed activity to 
the building trades that other steps 
designed for that purpose have 
failed to accomplish to the degree 
desired. 

During the four years of the de- 
pression home repairs have been 
neglected which in normal times 
would have been regarded as vi- 
tally necessary. Few home owners, 
it is felt, would fail to-avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to borrow 
the money to make these repairs 
now if they could get the money 
at low rates of interest and repay 
it over”a period of years. Other 
families, either because of new 
children or because their young- 
Sters are reaching the grown-up 
Stage, would undoubtedly welcome 
the opportunity to finance needed 
additions to their homes. 

It is reported that the president 
ls so convinced that these loans will 
be eagerly sought that he has _al- 
ready prepared plans to ask for an 
expansion of the proposed $250,- 
000,000, and to extend the loans 
to include farm as well as city 
homes.

TME MOLLISON INCIDENT. 

The arrest, detention and fining 
in a Fort Lauderdale court of Mrs. 
Amy Mollison, daring cross-Atlantic 
aviatrix and charming Englishwom- 
an, is in strange contrast to the 
welcome to visitors generally ex- 
tended by Florida. 

Mrs. Mollison may have been 
violating the speed laws, but the 
circumstances surrounding the inci- 
dent were certainly such as to have 
made inexcusable the lack of con- 
sideration with which she was treat- 
In the first place, the alleged 
too-rapid driving took place at 3 
o’clock in the morning on a road 
which is straight as an arrow and 
of unusual width—the boulevard 
drive between Miami and Fort 
Lauderdale.

visiting. 

Florida owes this brave English- 
woman an apology for the indignity 
to which she was subjected for what 
was, at most, a minor infraction of 
the law. 


WAR ON PREDATORY ANIMALS. 
There should be general support 
of the campaign to be launched by 
the state department of game and 
fish for the control of predatory 
animals, among them being the 
common house cat, skunks, rats, 
weasels and’ prowling dogs. 

This campaign will be specially 
directed against stray cats because 
of the ravages they make in the 
ranks of birds of all kinds. The 
department calls attention to the 
fact that birds “have no greater 
enemies than cats, it being estimat- 
ed that the average cat kills 50 
birds a year and that 65 per cent 
of these cats are strays.” 

Cats kill far more each. year than 
do hunters because the greater part 
of their marauding is done during 


are helpless and the older birds are 
loath to leave them, so they fre- 
quently become the prey of prowl- 
ing cats. ‘ 

In discussing the extermination 
of the stray cats, the department 
Says: 

We do not want to cause pain to 
any animal. We ask that control 
methods be as humane as_ possible.

| methods that will give pain. We will 
\furnish directions for the construction 
of a type of box trap that kills ani- 
mals by gas. Such a trap is humane, 
and is inexpensive to make and oper- 
ate, and will do much to reduce the 
numbers of cats now ranging the 
fields and living on our valuable 
birds. 

Except as a house mouser the 
cat is of no value save as a pet, 
and certainly there is no reason why 
| those which are not pets should be 
‘allowed to continue their destruc- 
tion of useful and ornamental bird 
ilife. They prey equally on the 

birds and those brilliant 
i'plumage aS on the game birds, and 
the toll they take strikes at one of 
Georgia's greatest natural assets.

The “Pekin Man,” hitherto accept- 
ed as one of modern man’s most an- 
cient ancestors, has been romoted 
400,000 years up evolutions ladder 
to the position of “recent grandfa- 
ther.” 

Fresh study of the skull of the Pe- 
kin man, found in 1927 near Pekin, 
has prompted Dr. Hrdlicka, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, to place him 
among the beetle-browed, chinless, Ne- 
anderthal race, which lived only 50,- 
000 to 100,000 years ago. 

The Pekin man had been believed 
to be nearly as old as the pithecan- 
thropus erectus—‘“the erect ape man” 
—estimated to date back at least 500,- 
000 years and found in Java by Pro- 
fessor Dubois in 1892. 

If the Pekin man was no older than 
the Neanderthal, then the Java man 
ranks as the oldest human ancestor 80 
far found. 

The finding of the Pekin man’s 
bones in earth layers dating back 
nearly 500,000 years was one reason 
for thinking he was very ancient. 

Dr. Hrdlicka says, however, that 
this is not positive evidence that the 
remains are of that period, for they 
may have been placed in the deposits 
long after the deposits themselves 
were laid down. 

Dr. Hrdlicka arrived at his conclu- 
sions, according to a Reuter message, 
from studying casts of the skull and 
brain cavity of the Pekin man which 
were sent to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution from England.

GUESSING IS RIGHT (WRONG) 
IF YOU GUESS IT’S A “COLD.” 

In a review of the progress of sci- 
ence in 1988 Ransom Sutton observed 
that the doctors are still guessing 
about the cause of the common cold. 
That is putting it mildly. 

In scientific medicine Koch’s law 
is universally recognized as a rational 
test of the putative cause of a dis- 
ease. Briefly these are the rules for- 
mulated by Koch: 

1. The organism should be found 
in the bodies of animals (or persons) 
having the disease. 

2. It should be found in that dis- 
ease and no other. 

3. It should occur in such num- 
bers and be distributed in such a 
manner as to explain the lessons of 
the disease. 

. The organism should be ob- 
tained from the diseased individual 
and propagated in pure culture out- 
side of the body. 

5. Inoculation of a susceptible ani- 
mal with a pure culture of the organ- 
ism obtained by successive transplan- 
tations from the smallest particle of 
matter taken from the original dis- 
eased individual should produce the 
same disease. 

6. A pure culture of the organism 
should be obtained from this inocu- 
lated animal. 

Seldom is it necessary to fulfill all 
of these rules to the letter in order 
to be reasonably sure a given germ is 
the cause of a given disease, but any 
claims set up in reference to the cause 
of a disease must at least satisfy the 
first two requirements if it is to have 
any standing in court. 

University savants and eminent 
iy 900 prestidigiators who periodical- 
ly *Incidate the nature, cause, pre- 
vention and cure of the “common 
cold” know their public. They naively 
imply that any fool knows what a 
common cold is, and leave it at that. 

However, no one has sufficient sci- 
‘entific assurance to define such an 
entity or malady. The boys who get 
the fine front page publicity in con- 
‘nection with the periodic discovery of 
the cause of the common cold nat- 
urally prefer to keep the thing vague.

Comment at the Capital 
By DAVID LAWRENCE, 


Roosevelt Not Likely To Devalue Dollar Any Further 
Under Present Economic Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Tentative or temporary devaluation, but 


not yet stabilization. : 
This is what is embraced by the president’s proclamation fixing the 
pins Aine value of the dollar at about 59 cents as compared to 
its former gold content. Broadly speaking, it means 
that Mr. Roosevelt has set an upper limit of 60 cents 
—indeed, congress did that for him—and he has now 
fixed a lower limit of 59.06, to be exact, so that 
foreign governments may know there is less than 1 
per cent of variation upward that Mr. Roosevelt can 
make and there is slightly less than 9 per cent that 
he can go downward. 


As for the British and the French, they woulJ 
prefer the United States to cause its dollar to go up 
rather than down, for that would mean the pound 
and franc would buy less American goods, 

On the other hand, British and French goods 
would be getting higher prices whenever the dollar 
rose and was converted into more pounds or francs. 

DAVID LAWRENOR. Mr. Roosevelt has no intention of varying the 
gold content unless conditions require it. He has a $2,000,000,000 
Stabilization or equalization fund ready to sell dollars if necessary in 
foreign exchange so as to keep the dollar hovering around the 59-cent 
level. «Sometimes, however, an internal political situation, such as the 
fall of a ministry, may send the currency unit of a foreign country down, 
which is the same thing as forcing the dollar up. It is to offset these 
emergencies that the big equalization fund is to be employed. 

So far as domestic prices are concerned, Mr. Roosevelt would not 
like to send the dollar up in gold content, for that is the same thing 
as bringing down the price level—at least it might have that immediate 
effect. So the president has virtually been prevented from any de- 
flationary move, 

The big question is whether Mr. Roosevelt will some day wish to 
use the other nine points of his margin and depreciate the dollar to 50 
cents. He might wish to do this if he felt the price level was not rising 
fast enough. The chances are he will not bring the dollar down any 
further than 59 cents because prices are rising now and there is every 
indication that there will be for a year or so anyway an increased de- 
mand for goods, certainly as long as public funds last and public projects 
are spending at the present rate or the accelerated rate that will come 
when the program is in full swing. 

If the price level is in a healthy. position and there is, therefore, no 
need to depreciate the dollar to aid prices inside the United States, the 
whole problem of stabilization or future revaluation will thus be nar- 
rowed to the difference between 59.06 and 60 cents. These may be- 
come the true upper and lower limits and finally a fairly stable position 
somewhere between these two points may be attained. 

The procedure is not orthodox—that is, it has never been done quite 
the same way before—but that does not mean it is not sound. Asa 
matter of fact, the president’s method of temporary devaluation puts 
long-term investors on their guard and keeps the money situation on a 
—— basis dtl everybody can see a little more clearly what's 
ahead. 

Mr. Roosevelt doesn’t know what steps foreign governments may 
take to depreciate their own currencies. The president has two weapons 
of self-defense. He. can buy their currencies, selling dollars, and thus 
hold exchange at a fixed point. Or.he can vary the gold content again 
and depreciate the American dollar down to 50 cents as a measure of 
protection in a currency war, 

What the president really wants is an understanding with Great 
Britain and France. Consultations will begin at once. It may be that 
Britain and France will see the wisdom of coming to an agreement at 
once in the interest of a revived world commerce. For no matter 
what are the temporary advantages, an uncertain monetary situation 
ultimately works to the detriment of business in all countries. 

The president’s latest proclamation, therefore, may be hailed as 4 
constructive step forward—a movement in the direction of real stabili- 
zation—though it may take several months yet to find out whether con- 
gress was right in setting the upper limit at 60 cents or whether the 
dollar is really worth more than is claimed for it here. 

In any event, the presence of American dollars abroad in large quan- 
tity and the fact that America is still exporting more goods than it is 
importing makes it difficult to determine an accurate valuation at this 
time. But even if it takes. a year or so, the chances are that business 
and finance will slowly adjust themselves to a 60-cent dollar and will make 
plans on that basis so that some day we*may be in the position of rati- 
fying the decision just made as having been in accordance with world

Germans May Supplant 
Scriptures With Myths 
of Gauls’ Prowess. — 


BERLIN, Feb. 2.—(/)—A new 
Germanic cult—a_ religion with a 
“German” heaven and a dogma re- 
placing the Bible with Nordic myths 
—wWwas envisaged today as an equal 
of Protestantism and Catholicism. 

Since last July 30, when about 100,- 
000 Hitlerites who consider themselves 
religious but disavow Christianity held 
4 convention in Eisenach and declared 
their responsibility “for our Germanic 
origin before the divine reality,” the 
movement has grown apace. 

And the appointment of Alfred Ro- 
senberg, head of the nazi foreign pol- 
icy division and a bitter anti-Semite, 
as supervisor of all organizations, in- 
eluding church bodies, taken over by the 
Hitler party led to the belief in church 
circles that the “third religion” will 
eventually be accorded the dignity of 
official recognition. 

Rosenberg is the author of the wide- 
ly-read book, “The Myth of the 20th 
Century,” in which he decries Chris- 
tianity, and church folk believed: he 
might stress the Germanic cult in the 
training of German youths and work- 
ers, with a result that the nation 


ity. 
Eisenach Resolution. 
The Eisenach resolution read: 


“We are adherents of a Germanic. 


faith which derives its guiding 
strength from the religious inheritance 
of the German people, whose crea- 
tive religions power has remained 
alive through more than a thousand 
years and into our present day. 

“We all confess that, rooting in di- 
vine reality, we are responsible with 
our Germanic origin before this divine 
reality, and before our people for a 
German-born faith.” 

From this it would seem that Odin 
and Baldur and Freia and other Ger- 
manic gods are to be placed back on 
the thrones from which they were 
driven by advancing Christianity. 

A leader in the movement recent- 
ly said that nazi-ism and Christian- 
ity are incompatible. 


Unity Is Aim. 
2 “Germany's great aim,” he said, 
must be one people, one reich, one 
religion, one church. The one religion, 
of course, can be only a Nordic-Ger- 
manic one. 

“The national socialist revolution 
must become transformed into a 
heathenish-Germanic one; then only 
will be the revolution have achieved 
what we all hope for.” 

Adherents of the movement demand 
that it be recognized as one of the 
religions approved by the state—that 
school children, for example, be given 
the choice between the Catholic, Prot- 
estant, and Germanic religions. 

They ask that the state collect 
their church taxes as it does those 
of other denominations. 

One of the leaders of the cult is 
Count Ernst Zu Reventlow, one of 
the oldest fighters for the nazi cause. 
He expressed the belief that this third 
religion would soon be recognized.

SINGLENESS OF PURPOSE. 


The singleness of purpose which a trained bird dog pos- 
sesses, plus their keen liking for the sport, continues to amaze 
after long years of looking at dogs and trials. Thé dogs ac- 
tually like to hunt. They always want to go, and they want 
to do just one thing, hunt birds. 


At lunch time today I went with Hollis Lanier, on 
whose plantation lands lie a part of the field trial 
course, to see his two hunting dogs, a young pointer 
and a veteran setter. They spied us while the car was 
far down the road in the pines and they became all at- 
tention. When they saw us dressed in hunting clothes 
they went. wild with rapture at the thought, and when 
we didn’t take them, but distributed only a few pats 
on the head, they whined dolefully. 


The intense singleness of purpose is really amazing. The 
dogs in the trials know they are in some unusual competition. 
Some of them, of course, have been to so many trials thay 
know just what to expect, but even the puppies and young 
derby dogs in their first trials know something is up.

FOR INDOLENCE 


“Bingo” Brown Says 
Loafing Pugilists Put 
Game “On Skids.” 


By Earl J. Hilligan, 


Associated Press Staff Writer. 

DETROIT, Feb. 2.—(4#)—The fight 
game, says James M. (Bingo) Brown, 
former president of the National Box- 
ing Association, “is on the skids” and 
the leather pushers “themselves are 
responsible.” 

Brown, dean of men at Michigan 
State Normal College at Ypsilanti, in 
an interview today, emphatically de- 
clared that “too many hand-picked 
opponents and too much shadow box- 
ing in the gym instead of road work” 
is keeping the sport from regaining 
‘its place in the sun, 

“Max Baer could be the greatest 
fighter in the heavyweight division if 
he wanted to be,” said Brown, add- 
ing that “Dempsey was right the oth- 
er day«when he said fighters don’t 
train. There’s too much shadow box- 
ing and bag punching in the gym in- 
stead of road work. A man in any 
sport is just as good as his legs.” 

NEED CODE. 

Establish a national boxing code, 
scale down the prices to fit the aver- 
age’ man*‘s purse and make the 
“fighters” fight and give “Old Man 
Public’ what he wants—action— 
that’s the formula prescribed by 
Brown, in as close touch now with 
the sport as when he headed the 
National Boxing Association. 

“Agreements could be reached on 
suspensions, on champions, and on 
when they should defend their titles. 
We ought to be able to regulate the 
sport and give the public a break.” 

He termed ticket prices “outland- 
ish” and said no fight should ever 
cost the spectators more than a cham- 
pionship fvotball or baseball game or 
hockey playoff. The crowd will go, 
he declared, if the “attraction is 
right.” ' 

“The purses demanded by fighters 
also are outlandish and they give the 
promoters no chance to keep the 
sport alive,” he added. “The fighters 
must start punching and give the 
fans action. The color is gone from 
the game. There’s too much boxing 
and not enough fighting today.” 

One referee in the ring, to have 
complete control, is Brown’s idea of 
running bouts. He also opposes jun- 
ior titles, remarking “it’s tough 
enough to get champions in the regu- 
lar divisions.” 

PRESENT CROP. 

What did he think of the present 
crop? Well—Schmeling—finely con- 
ditioned and still good; Sharkey; Le- 
vinsky and Loughran—all through;

THIS REVISION 
SLATED FOR OK. 
AT MEET TODAY 


Five Major Changes Un- 
der Consideration Be- 
fore Atlanta Meeting. 


By Alan Gould. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—(4)—The 
rules committee of the American Foot- 
ball Coaches’ Association méeting to- 
morrow under the chairmanship of 
Lou Little, of Columbia, is expected 


to approve only one of the five major 
changes up for consideration in the 
intercollegiate gridiron code. 

This concerns a change in the for- 
ward passing regulations calculated 
to aid the offense. It probably will 
take the form of a recommendation 
to the national rules committee, which 
meets a fortnight hence in Atlanta, 
that the code be liberalized to make 
the end zone, in effect, a part of the 
playing field for forward passing pur- 
poses, 

Under the existing rules any pass 
grounded in the end zone is auto- 
matically a touchback. Under’ the 
coaches’ prospective recommendation, 
such a pass simply would be consid- 
ered incomplete, as in the case with 
the play on any other part of the 
field, 
possession. An incompleted pass into 
the end zohe on fourth down, under 
the proposed change, would not be a 
touchback but simply entitle the de- 
fending team to take possession at the 
point where the offense last put the 
ball in play. 

URGES CHANGE. 


“Many of us think the present rules 
put too great a penalty on the of- 
fense for trying to pass into the end 
zone on first or second down,” said 
William A. Alexander, Georgia Tech 
coach, in discussing the rules propos- 
als today. “The team that gets into 
scoring position, especially if it pene- 
trates the 20-yard line, should have 
a reasonable chance to use the aerial. 
game, without worrying about quick 
loss of the ball because of a misplay 
or fumble by the receiver. It must 
be remembered that the defense has 
an increasing advantage as its goal 
line is neared. It can concentrate its 
resources, whereas the offense is 
limited. I believe such a change in 
the passing rules as is proposed. will 
bring about better balance.” 

Although there is not much pros- 
pect of their adoption, at least four 
other changes will be discussed to- 
morrow afternoon by the coaches and 
put to a committee vote, including (1) 
the proposal to bring the ball out 15 
yards from the sidelines, instead of 
10, on plays that cross the boundary ; 
(2) elimination of the fumble or so- 
called “dead ball” rules, especially the 
one declaring the ball dead when any 
part of the carrier's body touches the 
ground except his hands or feet; (3) 
return of the goal posts to the goal 
line; and (4) permission to forward 
pass from any spot behind the scrim- 
mage lines, instead of restricting the 
passer to a point five yards back of 
the scrimmage line. 


PROS CAUSE IT. 


“Some of the agitation for these 
changes has been due to the fact pro; 
fessional teams have put them into 
effect, apparently with good results,” 
commented William H. Cowell, of New 
Hampshire, secretary of the coaches’ 
association. “This, however, is not a 
factor so far as the college coaches 
are concerned. We are not interested 
in what the pros do. They must fur- 
nish showmanship and do something 
different, if they are to attract pafron- 
age. The colleges, on the other hand, 
first must consider the welfare of the 
boys who play the game. Certain of 
the regulations now in force, includ- 
ing the dead ball rule, are aimed at 
eliminating physical hazards-and I be- 
lieve the coaches want them to stick.”

The revalued dollar again held a 
commandi position in foreign ex- 
change markets yesterday as the three 
great financial centers engaged in 
unusually heavy gold transactions. 

In New York, the British pound 
sterling suffered a sweeping decline 
of 10 cents in relation to the dollar, 
closing at 4.88, only one cent higher 
than the low of 87, reached ,in 
earlier. transactions. In London the 
dollar closed at $4.92 3-4 to the 
pound after opening at $4.99 1-2. 

In Paris the dollar ended at an 
we of 6.38 cents to the franc 
after opening at an equivalent of 6.42 
cents. In New York the france finish- 
ed at 6.23 cents, a decline of .17 
of a cent from the previous day. 

Based on the franc at ite final 
New York rate, the dollar was valued 
at .approximately 62.92 per cent of 
its former parity compared with 61.25 
Thursday and 63.02 a month ago. 


SALES INCREASE 
ANCOTTON GOODS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(4)— 
The cotton textile code authority has 
been informed by George A. Sloan, 
chairman of the industry committee, 
that sales of cotton goods during the 
first three weeks in Jantary exceeded 
production by 60 per cent and that 
unfilled orders amount to seven weeks’ 
current production. 

In a report showing the beneficial 
results that have accrued to the in- 
dustry under its NRA code, Sloan 
said unfilled orders are at the highest 
point since the code went into effect 
July 17 and amount to 847,000,000 
yards. That is an increase of 175,- 
000,000 yards since the beginning of 
December. 

Total stocks in mill hands January 
20 amounted to 523,000,000 yards but 
there has been a decrease of 8 per 
cent in the last five weeks. 

Half the stock on hand consists of 
unsold stock, the remainder being 
goods earmarked for delivery against 
unfilled orders. 

Production for the week ending 
January 20 was 116,000,000 yards. 
The December weekly average, when 
the industry-wide machine hour limita- 
tion was in effect, was 87,000,000 
yards, in November 111,000,000 
in October 114,000,000. 

Persons employed in the cotton tex- 
tile industry were reported as 456,000 
for October as compared with 460,000 
in August and 408,000 in June. Due 
largely to the limitations on labor 
and machine hours effected under the 
code, Sloan said, the industry today 
- employing more workers than in

Average wages per hour per em- 
ploye, he said, had increased 70 per 
cent between May, when the code was 
being formulated, and October last 
year, the last month for which figures 
are available. The average weekly 
earnings for a 40-hour week under 
the code were 27 per cent higher in 
October than for a 54-hour week in 


May.

J. H. Vicars, of Boissevain, Mani- 
toba, Canada, relates that when the 
hand shown below was dealt in the 
course of a rubber game, he, seated 
North, felt that the. 1,000-point deficit 


in his and his partner’s score could 
easily be closed up when his partner 
opened the bidding with a call of 
one diamond. In fact, inasmuch as 
North and South were vulnerable, he 
thought they might not only eliminate 
the minus score but accumulate 
enough points on the plus side to 
give them a surplus with which to 
buy lunch. Strangely enough, as he 
recounts, the old law, “To him: that 
hath shall be given,” stepped in, and 
after West opened the heart 5, on 
which the Ten was finessed and lost. 
to the King, the Ace of diamonds was 
removed from the North hand, and 
subsequently partner went down 2 
tricks, adding, of course, to the deficit

Mr. Vicars asks me to comment 
on the bidding, remarking in doing 
so that he thinks he has commented 


sufficiently on the play. Undoubted- 
ly, South’s bidding was over-ambi- 
tioug. North and South are vulner- 
able. South has a bare 3 honor-tricks 
and a suit of only four. cards in 
length. His second bid of two no- 
trump over his partner’s response of 
one heart is, therefore, entirely too 
strong and his subsequent raise of 
three spades to four spades is also 
over-ambitious. Mr. Vicars himself 
might well have been content to let 
the bidding rest at four spades but 
the Slam urge is strong in all of us 
and perhaps the contract was not as 
bad a one as the result makes it 
appear, 


Let us examine the play. The 
heart 5 is probably as good an Open- 
ing as any from the standpoint of the 
West player and naturally the finesse 
must be taken. When East wins this 
trick with the King, the return of 
the diamond is as good as any play 
he has. Now, certainly, South should 
pause and take stock of his resources. 
He has four tricks in spades, a maxi- 
mum of two tricks in hearts and three 
top-card tricks in diamonds. There 
is no chance to develop a fourth dia- 
mond trick, so if South is to make 
his contract it must depend upon 
heing able to play the club suit so 
that he loses no tricks in that suit. 
If this can be done—in other words, 
if he can make four clubs, three dia- 
monds, four spades and the Ace ‘of 
hearts—the success of the contract 
is assured, Without the necessity of 
worrying about the heart finesse. 

Therefore, having won the second 
trick in Dummy with the Ace, South 
should lead from the North hand the 
club 9. He should upon this play the 
King from his own hand and return 
the suit, finessing the Knave, and 
when both of his opponents follow, it 
should be apparent that the club suit 
must break. By following this line 
of play Mr. Vicars’ partner, instead 
of going down 2 tricks, would have 
the satisfaction of making a rather 
ambitiously bid Slam, as he could 
now run his clubs and spades with 
safety, winding up in his own hand 
with the 8 of clubs and thus making 
four club tricks, three diamonds, four 
spades and the Ace of hearts for a ful- 
filled instead of defeated contract

FORD STAND BLAMED 
FOR BANK'S CLOSING 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(#)—~ 
The executive head of one of Detroit's 
largest banks today laid the closing 
of the institution to “the attitude of 
the Ford Motor Company” in testi- 
mony before the senate banking com- 


mittee. 

“Wilgon W. Mills, who headed the 
First National bank, of Detroit, testi- 
fied that this large unit of the De- 
troit Bankers’ Company would not 
have closed had it not been for the 
Ford attitude; and that notwithstand- 
ing that it would have reopened, “‘pos- 
sibly on a restricted basis,” except 
for the strict classification of its as- 
sets by the chief national bank ex- 
aminer. 

He said that Henry Ford had placed 
the responsibility upon the federal 
government to save the 

The Ford “attitude” referred to the 
motor magnate’s threat to withdraw 
his entire deposits of more than $20,- 
000,000 and other holdings from the 
First National bank if the Union 
Guardian Trust Company was not al- 
lowed to open. 

Mills said the bank officers were 
unable to understand this position he- 
cause “the two banks were in no way 
related.” He said he approached Ford 
in an endeavor to persuade him to 
change his mind, and that the multi- 
millionaire told him: 

“I think it’s up to the government 
to save the institutions by making 
loans. They saved the Dawes bank.
